Leaders of both political parties in 
Perry County have been offered equal 
pace on The Herald editorial page for 
the statement of their views, to be run 
side b\ side in the issue nearest election 
day Between now and then, however, 
we hope that many general readers will 
end us an oDinion on the presidential 
election in the form of a letter to the 
edi'or. 

In many ways the 1964 presidential 
election is unique. Drawing support from 
a growing “grass-roots” movement 
across the nation, Senator Goldwater is 



basing much of his campaign on a pledge 
to curb federal spending and involve- 
ment in local affairs, if elected. Hoping 
to preserve his position in the highest 
office in the land. President Johnson is 
pointing out the nation’s general pros- 
perity and promising to aid those who 
are not participating in that prosperity. 
Polls conducted almost daily show 7 Pres- 
ident Johnson in the lead at this point 
of the campaign, while at the same time 
reports from the Goldwater camp are 
filled with enthusiasm and optimism. 

The results of all the speeches, all 
the charges and counter-charges by each 
side, all the campaign buttons, bumper 
stickers, private debate and public argu- 
ment will not be known until late on 
November 3. At this point, the issue 
is still up in the air.

During the day, 
the adult mosquito rests under 
eaves, on shady spots of build- 
ing walls, and in bushes around 
the house The mosquito breeds 
in stagnant, polluted water, and 
the immature form (larva) of 
this insect can be found where 
water is standing in ditches, old 
cans or tires, or any container. 

This year’s severe mosquito 
infestation — and the subsequent 
encephalitis trouble — probably 
stems from the drought. Lack 
of rain has caused many run- 
ning streams to dry up until 
only pools of water are left — 
and larTe numbers of mosqui- 
toes are breeding in this stag- 
nant water. 

TO CONTROL MOSQUITOES, 
set rid of any places where 
they might breed, Knapp re- 
commends. Destroy any contain- 
ers that might catch and hold 
water and drain any standing 
> pools of water, if possible. If 
Islanding water cannot be drain- 
led, spray the pool with a light 
oil such as kerosene or fuel oil.
